Tlie Fato of 'ir John I'ranklin. 

To the Editor of the London Times: 

Sib: The question has frequently been asked 
me, "How can I account for so few of the un- 
fortunate p.ai tv forming the expedition under 
Sir John tranklin being seen by the Esquimaux 
and for ail those being found dead at or near one 
.spot." 

It is my dutv. as well as my desire to givc- 
every information on this distressing subject, 
not onlv to the relatives and friends of the lost 
men, but also to the public at large; and the best 
medium of doing so is through the columns of 
your far-spread journal, should you consider the 
following remarks worthy of a place therein: 

As I have not the blue-books i»i the subject of 
Arctic discoveries by me, I may make some 
error in my statements; but as far as niy memory 
serves me, the last news we had from Sir John 
Franklin in 1645 was that he had provisions for 
tliree, or somewhat more than three years, which 
ht; could make hist for four. Again; the captain 
of a whaler, whose name I forget, says that "the 
crews of the Erebus and Terror, when in Baf- 
liu's bav, on their passage westward, were kill- 
ing and salting douii great numbers of water- 
foul .IS a resource in case of necessity." 

The information obtained by me from the Es- 
quim.inx (by a mode of questioning which they 
understood, and in which they were induced to 
explain the different places where they had 
pa.s.sed the winter seasons since the year 1845) 
was, I consider, perfectly conclusive as to the 
spring of lt-50 being the period of the melan- 
cuoly cata.'itrophe to which I refer. This will 
make the elap>od since Sir John Franklin was 
last seen in Baffin's bay until the spring, ItoO, 
Terv nearly five years. 

i?upi)0siiig that the provisions carried from 
England by the expcdii ion did last four years, 
(by the end of whicli 1 have no doubt the crews 
of the ves.?els would be much reduced in uum- 
ber.s, and those that survived greatly debilitated) 
tlie partv would bo-wholly thrown on the greasy, 
rancid, salted w.iter-foul, which I believe most 
persons will agree with nie in thinking would 
mcretise the fatality of scurvy if it already exis- 
ted, or cause that dread disease if it had not pre- 
viously made its appe.irance. 

This may account rationally fur .so few white 
men having been seen by the natives. 

Again, "as to all the clead being found at or 
near the same place." 

Nothing is more natural or easily accounted for 
by a person of cxperietice iti the Artie .seas, and 
who.'C mind is perfectly constructed. 

Lot us for a moment picture to our.selve.s a 

fiarl)* of gallant men reduced by want, and per- 
laps disease, to great extremity, pushing tlieir 
way to the mouth of a large river such as the 
IW'k, the ice on which they expected would 
break up in a short time, and pcniiit them tocm- 
hark in their boat. Having arrived near siicn 
river, the strength of some has failed so that 
they could not travel even when unattached fo 
the sludge, and the others were un.able to dr.ag 
them. What step would brave men take in such 
a ditlieultv. My reply would be, cling togethet; 
tlop, and lot the stronger endeavor to kill game 
fdr the support of them selves and the weaker un- 
til the ice broke up; then embark, turn bv turn, 
and thus travel wiUi much greater case and 
hpeod than when on foot. 

To show that this opinion is not aracrc fancy 
or fiction 0!i my part, I may mention that my 
lirst feeling on licaring the mournful tidings 
was one of regret that 1 had not been with the 
suffering party — a feeling difficult to analyze, 
but which must have arisen iustantaneousfy, and 
without reflection, from an idea that my greater 
< .vperience of the .\rc.tic travel ing and hunting 
luight have been useful to those in extremity ami 
danger. 

I state this, not as anything praiseworthy or 
commendable on my part, but to explain what 
1 think would be the .sentiments of any man 
having iheordin.ary amount of courage and love 
tor his fellow-man. 

An»ther point to which I would for a moment 
advert is the tragic event connected with the 
the last days of our couiitrvmen. 

The Esquini.aux whom 1 saw at Pelly bay 
]>recede<l me to Repulse bay, and when " 1 re- 
turned, were living in the most friendly terms 
witli the three men left in cliarge of our property 
there, ^onc of thcso men understood a word of 
the EsquiuKiux language; yet 1 was informed by 
them before I had communicated auy of my 
news, thatthey believed a party of white men had 
di;'il of starvation far to the westward, and that 
lliey had been rL'duced to a very dreadful alter- 
native before death. On my asking my infor- 
mants how ihey h.id discovered this, they re- 
plied by the signs made them by the native.*. 

.It may be demanded why I did not give all 
the-e reasons in corioljiiration of my statements 
in the report to the admiialityV The answer is 
simple: 1 kept such for my more detailed report 
to tlie honorable Hudsim Bay Company, which 
circumstances (lo wliic(i I alluded in a previ- 
ous communication that appeared in your Jiaper) 
have prevented me from completing. 

1 in.-iy add, in support of what 1 stated a few 
days ago regarding men c.irryiiig with them 
useless aiticles on having to abandon their ship 
in the Arctic sea, th:it I have since learned from 
the best authority— Sir John Ross himself— that 
in effecting his wonderful escape, afierm three 
years' detention in Prince Regent's inlet, he dis- 
tributed his silver ])late among the men rather 
than leave it behind, and thus brought most of 
it to England with hiin.

Scarcity of Flel. — This is the cry that is 
heard all over our State and even from other 
States. Active steps are being taken by promi- 
nent men, with a view to so control the trade, 
that a good supply of coal and wood may al- 
ways be kept, so that avaricious speculators 
cannot take advantage of the necessities of the 
public, when the wa'.ers are so low, that boating 
it to any point of transportation becomes an im- 
possibiliUy. We see that in Lexington and in 
other places, movements have been set on foot to 
organize regularly chartered Coal Companies, 
whose object will be toobtaiu and keep constant- 
ly on hand a supply of fuel, and to furnish it to 
the citizens at moderate prices. This is as it 
should be, and we can see no valid reason why 
a similar institution should not be organized in 
this place. We hear our citizens frei-iuently 
complaining of the scarcity of coal and wood 
and yet they will still bear the inconvenience 
and cost, in preference to consulting together 
and devising some means whereby this tax may 
be removed. It needs no extraordinary discern- 
.ment to detect the fact that no city will ever 
prosper rightly, when the high price of fuel is 
about) enough to consume the wages of the me- 
chanic, without taking into consideration' the 
exorbitant prices ha has to Jpay for provisions. 
What is the result? Those who are able, dis- 
pose of everything they have and leave for some 
place, whjra they can earn an honest living 
while the others are compelled to remain ai\d 
eke out a miserable, drudging existence. Our 
citizens should think about this matter, and as 
the inclement season of the year has arrived, 
let them meet and consult as to some course to 
be pursued in regard to this matter. 

AtfciDKNT^iLLY SiioT. — Mr. Alex. Bradlky, the 
teepcr of the first toll-gate on the Lexington 
pike, was shot, a few days since, in the calf of 
one of his legs, by the accidental discharge of a 
shot gun in the hands of a friend who was riding 
witl^hini.

I0 avoid sacrifice of life; it was 
determined to set fiieto the boat for the? pur- 
pose of making him surrender; this was accord- 
ingly done, when the negro ifppeared on the roof 
ftreJ another volley at his pursuers, and declaring 
he would die as one of the heroes of the black 
race had done before him, iimnediately plunged 
into the river and was drowned.
